It was 
Root as Secretary of State that made 
him the diplomatic representative of this 
Government in its relations with the Re- 
public of Panama; as Governor of the 
canal zone Magoon was subjected to 
the orders of Secretary Taft. 

Gov. Winthrop is expected to embark 
on the cruiser Denver, if a stop message 
doves not reach him, some _ time this 
morning. The Denver was sent to San 
Juan from Havana, presumably by or- 
der of Secretary Taft to bring his suc- 
cessor to the island in time to enable 
the departing Provisional Governor to 
Instruct his successor.

A fire in a neap of bituminous coal, 
which at first contained 130 carloads. has 
been burning for 10 days, despite the at- 
tempt of the firemen to extinguish it.

Witnesses have testified on behalf of 
the insurance company, that a maniac 
now in the Watteawan Asylum for the 
Criminal Insane in New York, who says 
he is Kimmel, is, in their opinion, the 
banker. Kimmel's relatives deny that 
the man is the missing banker and say 
he is A. J. White, who formerly lived in 
Arkansas City and can pose as Kimmel 
because of his acquaintance with the 
story-ef Kimmel’s mysterious disappear- 
ance. -The man in the asylum says the 
hante White was assumed. 

Besides the amount of insurance 
ing contested in the suit, Kimmel car- 
ried $20,000 insurance in the New York 
Insurance Co., payable at his death to 
his sisjer, Mrs. Edna K. Benslett of 
Chicago.

Howe, leader of the majority, but denied 
it as to the rest of the defendants. 

The defendants, through their attor- 
neys, James C. Jones and J. W. Jamie- 
son pleaded that the contempt pro- 
ceedings involved a criminal charge and 
that the defendants were entitled to a 
separate trial. Judge Sale granted a 
serverance as to Jeptha Howe, leader 
of the majority, but denied it as to the 
rest of the defendants.

Rockefeller Deplores Demand 
for Government Regulation .

CLEVELAND, O.. Oct. 4-<In an in- 
terview with John D. Rockefeller, print- 
ed here today, the Standard Oil king 
comments on the demand for Govern- 
ment regulation of so-called private in- 
dustries and makes a strong plea for 
national development. : 

Mr. Rockefeller quoted in

put the brokes on our national develop- 
trent. Will the individual strive for suc- 
cess if he knows the hard-won prize is 
to be snatched trom his fingers at the 
last moment by his Government? We 
are still too young a nation to begin 
tearing down. We must build up, build 
up, for years to come. The very chil- 
dren in the schools should be taught 


the need of development.” 

Speaking of his recent visit to France, 
Mr. Rockefeller said: 

“The French people hate us, and they 
will crush us if they can. They want 
our money. they want the patronage of 
our tourists. But they hate us. They 
never let slip an opportunity t® take 
quick advantage of our mistakes. This 
is a struggle for supremacy. We must 
win, or they will, and there will be no 
quarter for us if they win. 

“And now there is Japan, rising in the 
East ¥o a power we cannot estimate. 
We cannot foretell what her competition 
will be. We do not know the resources 
of the new territory whech she controls. 
We cannot guess the commercial and in- 
dustrial possibilities of the Japanese. 

“At this eritical stage we.are giving 
the enemy ammunition to fire at’ us. 
He is quick to seize this advantage.

close to theofficials of the Frisco-Rock 
Island system, took the matter up with 
B. F. Yoakum, chairman of the Execu- 
tive Committee of the system, and D. G. 
Reid, chairman of the Board of Direc- 
tors, and has obtained virtual promises 
from those officials that the company 
would remove its tracks if the Wabash 
will do the same. 

While the Wabash has not yet given 
an assurance that it will relinquish its 
present right of way through Forest 
Park and the residence preperty in the 
West End, yet citizens hope to be able 
to influence the officials of the road to 
follow the lead of the Frisco-Rock Is- 
land. 

“I have had some correspondence with 
the Reck Island people in re ard to re- 
moving the tracks in the West End,” 
said Mr. West to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter, ‘‘and on Wednesday I had a talk 
with Mr. Yoakum and Mr. Reid ‘n re- 
gard to it.

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EQUIVALENT TO DIVIDENDS. 

In Mr. Ramsey’s testimony in the Terminal anti- 
trust suit a special point was made of the fact, that 
the St. Louis Terminal Railway Association paid no 
dividends. 

It should not be inferred from this fact that the 
association is a philanthropic institution. It pays 
no dividends as such, but it is a wealthy corpora- 
tion owning properties of enormous value, whiich, as 
its management once pressed upon the public in a 
prospectus, command the key to St. Louis traffic. 
It pays handsomely in the equivalent of dividends; 
that is, it builds from the proceeds of its bridge 
and terminal charges the common terminals of its 
railroad owners and sustains and pays all operating 
expenses of their common bridges and terminals. 

Special bridge and termina] charges are levied upon 
St. Louis traffic. St. Louis is thus compelled to 
pay special charges to support the bridges and ter- 
minals of the St. Louis railroads—a condition which 
prevails in no other city. The St. Louis bridges and 
terminals represent less original cost to the rail- 
roads—they are the cheapest in the country because 
they are common—and the cost of their maintenance 
and operation is defrayed by special charges. This 
is equivalent to large dividends, the greater part 
of which is unjustly laid upon St. Louis commerce, 
when the expense should be distributed on all the 
traffic of the railroads and should be paid out of the 
genegal revenues, 
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What a pity that the new Postoffice was not up 
and ready for the inspection of the convention of 
Postmasters!

COOLING CUBA 


An Unprejudiced View of the Situation

retuned to go to Cuba for Col- 
lier’s. le said be preferred to write about 
the revolution at home, and this ia what he 
furnished his paper as a pen-picture of the 
situation:

The 80-yard event ended ina tie, each 
side scoring 4066 points, but In the last 
event—'he 1000-yard range-—-the Seventh 
Rdgiment counted 49 points while the 
Queen's Westminster Volunteers’ experts 
tolal recorded only 33. These 36 points, 
coupled with a lead of 34 which the 
Seventh Regiment gained Tuesday, en- 
abled the home six win the shield 
offered by Sir Howard Vincent. Last 
year the Englishmen won the match at 
Bibley by 10 points. 

The trophy offered for the best indi- 
vidual score was also won by an Ameri- 
‘uh, Sergt. William B.*Short scoring one 
more point than Corporal A, G. Fulton 
of the English team. 

Iieut. Cralls remarkable accuracy in 
the 1000-yard event was the feature of 
the match. Out of a possible 75 points 
he scored 73. Not in many years has a 
similar feat been accomplished. 

He hit the bull's-eye squarely the 
center every time but twice and in those 
rounds his bullet struck the target so 
near the center that he was credited 
with four points each time. Nine con- 
secutive times he shot without a miss. 

At the conclusion of the match, Sir 
Howard Vincent thanked Major-General 
Rowe for the courtesies shown to the 
visiting riflemen and said the conditions 
for the match as well as the details and 
surroundings has been exceptionally 
gratifying,

Maroney, chairman of 
‘the Board of Election Commis- 
sioners, said to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter Thursday that he opposed 
tbe plan of President Stewart of 
the Police Board, Henry C. Scott and 
others to raise money to pay a. mort- 
gage on his (Maroney’s) home at 5064 
Cabanne avenue. 

“Some of my friends brought me in- 
formation some time ago that such a 
plan was under way,’ he said. ‘I op- 
posed it and protested against it to the 
men who were promoting it, but they 
declined to heed my protests, and so 
I am not discussing it in any way.’ 

A letter has been sent to fifty or 
more business men soliciting $100 con- 
tributions for this on the 
ground that Mr. Maroney devoted him- 
self to the public service to the detri- 
ment of his own financial interests, 
causing his home to become incumbered. 

‘It is a private matter, and may 
never materialize, said President 
Stewart when asked about the Ma- 
roney letter. He declined to say how 
much had been obtained. Mr. Scott 
said he did not know the amount. 

“We did not wish even Mr. Maroney 
to know what we were doing,’ said 
Mr. Scott. “He has done St. Louis a 
great service and a few of his friends 
thought that appreciation should be 
shown by aiding hinr in financial 
crisis.” 

The letter is as follows: 

“Dear Sir: A fund is being made up 
by the citizens of St. Louis for Mr. 
Andrew CC. Maroney. The mreovement 
purely nonpartisan in character, 
and some of those interested In it 
do not even know Mr. Maroney per- 
sonally. It is his invaluable public 
service for the future welfare of St. 
Leuis and the great personal sacrifice 
made by him in unselfishly responding 
to a duty call upon him that suggests 
this testimonial to his inealceulable 
aid in bringing to light and stamping 
out the corruption and graft which 
existed in our police force. 

“Mr. Maroney is a poor 
therefore gladly accepted time 
azo the appointment tendered him by 
Gov.

‘the tiret work toward the erection of 
the big municipal building, provided for 
in the house the civil, 
erminal mourts and the 
lieuvith+ Department, and to give space 
for jail, morgue and police headquar- 
ters, is 10 be done at the next meeting 
of the Counch in the introduction of a 


bill creating a commission composed of 
the Mayor, the Comptroller and the 
President of the Board of Public Iim- 
provements, to. select a_ site for the 
Building. The bill is_to restrict the site 
to the district bounded by Olive street, 
Eleventh and Fourteenth 
Fireets Hy the bond issue $2,000,000 was 
mevde avuilable fur the building and site. 

The-present plan is to sell the old 
Four Courts and the old City Hall 
Huliding to add ihe proceeds to the 
fund available for the new building, 

Two years ago a cormission of ar- 
chitects, made up of John Lawrance 
Mauran, William 8. Eames and Albert 
B. Groves, considered the proper ar- 
Tangemefts for monumental eftect of 
pubdlic buildings whieh St. Louis might 
need in the near or remote future. This 
commission .presented alternative plans 
for a municipal court around which the 
public buildings were to be arranged, 
One of these alternative plans provided 
for a big structure on Twelfth 8treet, 
across from the City Hall and symme- 
trical with it. The other provided for 

municipal court covering as @ park 
the area bounded hy Thirteenth, Four- 
teenth, Olive and Market street, The 
new City Hail was put on the @éastern 
side of this court and the projected mil- 
lion-dollar Public Library, which is 
to be erected on the tract now occupied 
by the. Exposition Building, was to 
close the court on the north. 

The block plans drawn by the archi- 
tects were published in elegant form and 
the Mayor's oftice is still receiving nu- 
merous applications, for coples, many 
from abrevad.

The architects estimated that for 
something less than $3,000,000 the plan 
could be so far carried along as to in- 
Sure its ultimate complete adoption with 
the growth of the city. 

The elaborate nature of the architects’ 
plans made them the butt of a great 
deal of inexpert criticism. A number of 
city officials declared that the plans 
could not be put Into execution for less 
than $100,000.000, and even higher figures 
were named by scoffers. The.plan was 
pronounced visionary and utopian, al- 
though the architects expressly stated 
in their written discussion of their draw- 
ings that the plan, as formtiated by 
them, was not tntended for i:nmediate 
execution, but -merely os 4 fu.tgestion 
of a general plan to whieh the ciuniei- 
pal buildings, which hed b.come abs»- 
lutely necessary, could be mule to con- 
form. Additions that would have to 
in the future could conform with the 
buildings already built. The architects 
pointed out that the park space provided 
for by them did not have to be acquired 
at once, but could also be i’ft for the 
future. 

The limits set by the new bill, within 
which the site «f the new building must 
lie, includes allt he district touched by 
the architects in their plans. The com- 
mission can thus Build the new building 
according to either of the alternative 
plans suggested by the architects. 

No information is given by any mem- 
ber of the new commission as to what 
site Will be chosen.

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AMID POLAR BEARS 
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Bronzed but Rosy Bride Enthused Over Love “rip to the Frozen 
North Where She Helped to Kill Specimens for Their 
Private Museum at Cincinnati. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Port Dispatch, 


NEW YORK, Oct. 4.~—Back from the 
region where there is no ice trust, Col. 
Max C. Fleischmann of Cincinnati and 
his bride, Miss Sarah Hamilton Sher- 
lock, have arrived on the Oceanic. Ac- 
companied by friends, including two 
pliysicians, they had crulsed im the 
polar sea, shot white bears, bagged 
much other game and cruised their way 
nearly to the northeast coast of Green- 
land. 

Mrs. Fléeischmann’s paretits were On 
the pier. They looked happy ‘0 seé 
their daughter, bronzed and rosy and 
safe from four months of outdoor life, 
the most remarkable that ever fell to 
the lot of an American bride. 

In the party had been Dr. Christian 
R. Holmes, the Colonel's brother-in- 
law, and Mrs. Holmes of Cincinnatt; 
Dr. C. L. Learmouth of Dorsetshire, 
England, and Magnus K. Glover, metir~ 
ber of an Arctic ship-fitting firm. The 
ice barried prevented the expedition 
from reaching King William's Land, 
but Col. Fleischmann and his young 
wife are not discouraged and will try 
again to plow into the frozen North. 

The Arctle Circle trip had been laid 
out before thelr marriage, last Decem- 
ber. For their expedition they char- 
tered the Norwegian whaler Laura, s's- 
ter ship of the Fritjo® of Aretic fame. 
With Capt. Oyen, the ice pilot, there 
was a company of 20. The laura cleared 
from Tromso on June 2, heading for 
Spitzbergen. 

Troubles Begin. 

Within 48 hours their troubles had 
begun. In vain efforts to reach the coast 
of Greenland the Laura rammed ice for 
47 days. Off Shannon Island the steam 
bark-rigged vessel became 80 tightly

Col. and Mrs. Fleischmann landed at 
Spitzbergen, where the Laura Was 
abandoned, and visited the Wellman 
camp. Mrs. Fleischmann and Mrs.

(bear, whese two cubs were captured 
alive. One baby bear was left in Kng- 
land. The other has been presented to 
| the Cincinnati zoo. 

Mrs. Fleischmann shot and killed two 
'polar bears and many birds and seals. 
In the ‘“‘bag’’ were 23 polar bears, 104 
'geals, 30 reindeer, 4 blue foxes and 90 
specimens of” birds, including 4 king 
| eider. In his Cincinnati home Col. 
Fleischman has a private museum 
which many of the specimens, carefully 
mounted, will be shipped. ;

The charges all grow out of the gen- 
eral registration of 1904. Most of them 
include repeating and other registration 
frauds in the Fourth Ward, though ‘a 
few are against Fifteenth Ward ‘In- 
dians.’’ 

When taken to Chief Desmond's office, 
the three men who were arrested by de- 
tectives denied complicity in frauds, and 
cle clared that ‘the books’ would prove 
their assertions. They were not locked 
up, aS Senator Kinney appeared and 
provided bond for them. Kinney termed 
the arrests ‘a bluff of Sager’s’’ in dis- 
cussing the cases soon after the men's 
release. 


Grand Jury Left Out. 


The investigation into the alleged 
frauds has been golng on quietly for 
some time, and Circuit Attorney Sager 
Says he believes the infofmations are 
Well based. He says he has conducted 
the investigation without the aid of a 
grand jury, because he believed it could 
he thus aone to better advantage. 

Additional charges, it ig said, will be 

laced against the four men, excepting 

Joran, who is now charged not only 
with registering falsely but with re- 

: ting the Offense under another name. 

it ~Giebe played an important part 
in the investigation, He wus placed in 
jail following the issuance of the mur- 
der indictment, with the hope that con- 
finement would loosen his tongue in 
regard to the registration frauds, but 
the Circuit Attorney was outgeneraled 
by Glebe's friends, who obtained his re- 
lease on bond almost immediately. Giebe 
was not heard froin again until he tele- 
phoned for the marshal of the Suprenre 
Court on the day set for his departure 
for the penitentiary. He was taken 
from a hotel direct to Union Station and 
then to Jefferson City by the marshal.

As a result, the 
money reserves of banks are reduced at 
the very time when the demand for 
loans is increasing, and in consequence 
the rate of interest is advanced.
